To THE Editok: — Mr. Allon, M.P.P., 
npi)cars to bo a gentleman blc^ised witL 
a spirit of inquiry. Both tliu houso 
and tlie count ry aro indebted to liim 
t'or plicitiiij,' iiuiL'li valuable iiifoniiation 
wbiol) tiie Iftte secretive governmnnt 
kqpt to .itRejf. What Kootenay ro- 
ceives from, and cbntributos to tho 
revenue wtis, as you reiimrkeil in youi 
editorial coluniuH, l)rouglit out in l^old 
relief by Mr, Alien in "Friday '.s int.er- 
i-ogalory." With everyldesire to S])eak 
well of iH-ery portion of Britibh Uoluiii- 
bia, it must be admitted that Kootenay, 
far from having "niilliona in it," for 
the 'provincial treasury, has been for 
years back a sort of poor relation, una- 
ble to make both ends meet witliout 
UKSvstaiice from tlie govDniinont. That 
Kootenay's means are not equal to its 
necessities is, however, a matter for re- 
gret rather than for ridicule. Such iir 
the paucity of population in Briti.ili 
Columbia, and such its undeveloped 
condition, that every sectioii of it lives, 
as it wrrc, in a glass house, and cannot 
without risk to it.self cast ihe stone of 
re]ii'oach at any other section, 

AlthoiiLrh a.s a people wo geuerouHly 
take credit for being imbuccl with a de- 
Hire to juogress, it must bn admitted 
that Iiiiiish (_'oluinliia is the slowest 
portion ol North Aiueiira and one of 
the slowest [lortions of liritish Colum- 
bia is Kootenay. Not only has Koot- 
enay failed lo develop, it ba.s, like 
other districtH which might be men 
tioned, actually retrograded. There 
was a time when its population num- 
bered thousands. Now it can bo count- 
ed on one's finger-end.s. The few peo- 
ple who remain are not without hopo 
that Kootenay iuis before it a brilliant 
future. It possesses some extensive 
hodies of laiid fit for agriculturri when 
reclaimed, and its mountain rauges are 
known to contain minerals. To make 
much of it jiopulation and capital are 
both required, and the difficulty is to 
obtain either. One great obstacle is 
its inaccessability. Politically connect- 
ed with British Columbia, it has no 
means of communication with the 
ot]<pr parts of the province. Its natu- 
ral outlet is through the United States, 
as the Northern Pucilic Railway is 
running within forty luilos of the 
Kootenay river. T!ie Doiniuion mails 
frOini Victoria, and what little pasaengor 
travel' iherc is go via Portland, and 
wh'at; 'goods are couBumed in Koote- 
nay and what aupi)lie3 the 
CP, B, Co. lias required for its sur 
veyors in the Selkirk and Rocky 
Mountains have gono not from British 
Columbia, but from Oregon. These 
"straws shows which way the wind 
blows," and unless means of communi- 
cation eastward of Sluiswap lake 
are shortly opened up nothing is more 
certain than that the whole benefits of 
railway construction between Kicking 
Horse Pass in the Rockies and Eagle 
Pass will fall to Oregon and Washing- 
ton Territory, and not to the settled 
portions of the interior and of the sea- 
board of British Columbia. It i.s a well 
known fact, for ^Ir. .Mcln tyre, who has 
control of the construction of CP, 
Bailway, recently so stated that his 
compsny^s intention is to construct ex- 
clusively from the east westward. Tho 
result of this i)olicy will be that after 
Mr. Onderdonk's contracts aro com- 
pleted the people of British Columbia, 
whilst continuing to pay the heavy 
tariir imposed upon them for railway 
pnrposcfl, will bo completely shut ofl' 
from Eill Uie.advautages connected with 
the trade created by the building of the 
railway. All we shall know of it is 
by reading occasional accounts of tho 
progress in tho newspapers. No 
room for ironworks, for furniture, 
boot, cigar, or other factories here ; no 
business for , merchants or traffic for 
steamboats; no demand for agricultu- 
ral products or -for cattle can be ex- 
jiected from railway construction in 
British Columbi:i when tlu! road is 
completed to Havona Ferry, unless 
either the provincial governiner-\ or 
private enterprise opens up Cu>inmuni- 
cations through British Colnmbia be- 
tween' Shiiswap laka and Kootenay. 
ThifJ.; involves a good waggon-road 
through Eagle pass, steainboat.i on the 
Columbia river, and a railway between 
the Columbia and the Kootenay lakes. 
The government have not the means to 
do this, and unless a company takes 
hold of it it will not be done at all. 
Fortunately tho discovery of extensive 
lead mines in the Kootenay baso motal 
range has induced Messrs, Bla.sdcll, 
Aiusworth and others to apply to the 
jiroviucial legislature for certain privi- 
leges, in niurn for which they are 
ready to tigree to KUi)ply the very 
means of coninninication which British 
Columbia now .so greatly needs. Their, 
proposals deserve the favorable consid- 
eration of thn bouse and the country, 
and a« they ask for no money, a com- 
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modity the province i» somewhat short 
of, but for lands, which tho province 
has, but is not in a position to utilize, 
and could not sell at two bits per acre, 
there should bo no difficulty in making 
an arraugemont satisfactorily both to 
the people of British - Columbia and to 
the Kisotenay Transportation Compa- 
ny. OE'courso everything that is vague 
and indefinite in tho Company's bill 
should give place to what is clear and 
definite so that the provinco knows 
exactly what it is giving and what it 
will receive. If the intentions of . the 
compiiny are as expretised by Capt^ 
Blasdell there can bo no question that 
if the bill passes with reasonable 
auiendtnents and its provisions are car- 
ried out, iho benefits to tho trade of 
the interior and of Viclaria will be 
enormou.s. A much needed impulse 
will be given to miuing operations in 
Kootenay if the lead and other riiiner- 
al deposits there aro a tithe as e.xten- 
sivo and valuable as reported and 
Kootenay instead of lieing a burden on 
tho treasury will turn into a bonanzt. 
Hlinuld the company's mines turn out 
to be rich a mining boom, similar to 
those which have occurred in Idaho, 
^Montana and Colorado, will set in, 
bringing tens of thousands of miners 
into British Columbia and leading to 
the prospecting and development of ev- 
ery portion of this province. Now 
that an G|)[)ortunity offers to obtain 
the investment of some millions of dul- 
lars in an isolated and neglected por- 
lion of Bretish Columbia Is' to be 
hoped that no dog in the manger spirit 
will bo shown by any bodyji'alcuhitod 
to deter capitalists coming here and in- 
vesting their money, and so keep the 
country in its preseiit undeveloped con- 1 
dition.

To TUF. Editor: — In your issue of 
the 17th inst. there appeared an article 
signed "Truih," and addres.sed to the 
editor of the Montreal JlV/^/t-.w and head- 
e d"the matter in British Columbia. ' 
Whilst I do not make any comment on 
tlio article itself, I thiiik the subject is 
one which demands early consideration 
and equitable adjustment by the heads 
of departments at Ottowa. 

It mav he true that in some in- 
stances superior ofllcers in some of the 
dejiartuients of the Pederal service 
may bo sufficiently paid for tlie duties 
of office whicli tiiey have to discharge; 
but it is ctrtainly Irue ll}&t subordinate 
otlicers, who, as ii hUeJ havd the active 
and laborious dutieii of office to dis- 
charge, are paid, so far as family main- 
tenance is concerned, at "starvation 
rates" — at rates much below what sec- 
ond class clerks receive in some of our 
commercial houses, and no^atnilie| de- 
))endent upon them, "lit would' lie no 
difficult matter to show that families 
have to bo inainlainod and educated on 
the father's salary, who has served for 
years, without any advance or promo- 
tion, and during that jieriod at a rate 
of pay below wha| is;jmid _tj>^|a|i8^ant 
salesmen and porters in some of our 
wholesale warehouses. 

When it is considered that tho oxponae 
of living is so much greater in this than it 
is in the' eosterti provinces, whcro 60 or 
(30 cents will go as far as a dollar goes 
here, surely u reform in this matter 
must commend itself to every unbiased 
mind. Whilst tho subordinate officers of 
the civil service in B.C. dj not ask for 
nor wish to receive salaries that would 
go to maintain their families in an idle 
and luxurious st^le^ of living, it is their 
beliof (and not as a matter of opinion 
only but tho result of paihfubexperi- 
once) that the salftrici now paid, especially 
to old and tried offioera of long service, 
aro much under what thoy ought to re-, 
ceivo, in order to meet tho necessary ex- 
penses of a comfortablo livelihood in this 
most expensive province, and which it is 
tho duty of every government to see. that 
thoir officers in ovary department of ser- 
vice do enjoy.

THE QUA DRA STREET STdSw^jS: 

OBSTRUCTION. • . 

In spite of the iucUKinition everywhere 
expreascd againat ttis tyranaicul course, 
the Bishop of Columbia has not yet ro- 
iiKived his fenco from the lino of Quadra 
street. It iB to lie rogrotteil liia act is en- 
dorsed and upprovnd by a newspaper pub- 
lished in thia city, llow n journal can 
have becomo ao lost to all considorationa 
for the public convenience and the ayni- 
nietijri bf the street linos as to approve of 
an abt that is clearly illegal we are at loss 
to comprehend. As wo lay down the 
Standard's article on the subject, we can- 
not refrain from saying: 

"'Tls linril to Judgo, so coiirso tlio daub he b>9. 
Wliich jullleu most, tiie coiisure or the praibe." 

Our contemporary takes hia stand on the 
liew city survey and justifies the bishop's 
act by virtue of that survey; but when the 
public are informed that the result of 
that survey awaits a favorable vote in the 
houao bofuro it can bo deemed offici.il.and 
that the linos laid down under it will not 
become the loi^'al lines until an act alrill 
have been passed by the legislature u< 
confirm thorn, the absurdity of tli« posi- 
tion taken by the Standaid will be at once 
detected. But we go further and main- 
tain that oven should the survey rocoivo 
the confirmation neither the bishop 
nor any other person nor corporation 
— save tlio city corporation — has a right 
to the land which the bishop has jumped. 
THaland is the people's, not the bishop's. 
Twenty-one years' possession has given 
the city a clear title to it, and Dr. Flilla 
might with as much propriety fence in 
the street as take possession of the side- 
walk. A not improbablo sequel to the 
outrage on a public common may be that 
the legislature will throw out the act now 
before thera, and thus compel the bishop 
to retire within his lines. With respect 
to the attack The Colonist made on Mr. 
I'-UBsell's attempt to possess himself of 
nineteen inches of Government struut, the 
agitation had the desired efl'ecl. Mr. 
Eussell was forced to contract hi."* linos 
and Qovcrnmont street was preserved as 
the principal commercial thoroughfare of 
the city. If the city council shall treat 
the biohop as tliey treated Mr. Russell, 
the former will aliortly have to follow the 
Intter's briglit example. 

CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 

Something ought to be done for the 
protection of dumb animals. The man- 
ner in which cattle, sheep and swine ani 
shipped from point to point in the pin- 
vinco is often inhuman. While on a re- 
cent visit to California we observed the 
tender way in which these poor animals 
are handled there and contrasted it with 
the manner iu which they are treated 
here. In California sheep and hogs aie 
placed loose in wagon or on board ship. 
It is a penal offence to tie their legs or 
overcrowd thorn. Hero their legs are 
tied and they are tossed into wagons .as if 
they were sacks of llour. Piled one on 
tup of another they are half suffocated by 
the time they reach the wharf. Then they 
ore placed in the same condition on board 
of 'a steamer and freighted to their desti- 
nation, sulioring unheard of agonies 
from thirst and from their cramped con- 
dition the best part of a day. The ar- 
rangements for shipping cattle on Fraser 
river aro imperfect, and wo have wit- 
nessed instances of great brutality which 
have attended the placing of horned ani- 
mals on sleamorj. In California tho ut- 
most care is observed in placing cattle on 
or taking them off vessels. The neglect 
that poultry receive in some of the city 
markets is disgraceful. They are crowd- 
ed into small coops and are sometimes 
left a whole day without food or drink, 
There is work for the humanitarian right 
in our midst. Ho need not go abroad, 
A score of examples can bo pointed out 
any day. The clergy should take the in- 
itiative in the formation of a society for 
the prevention of cruelty to animals. 

TEE CIVIL SERVICE REPORT. 

The civil service committee of the 
house has submitted a report. They 
recommend in the aggregate an increase 
in oiBoial salaries of from |ll,000 to $12,- 
000. Many salaries are very sensibly in- 
creased, and ill most instances the pro- 
posed advance ia but u just appreciation 
of the long and valuable services nf men 
who have been always sadly underpaid. 
The cutting and scraping of salaries by 
the lute government have never been en- 
dorsed by this journal. If that govoni- 
ment had been one-half as vigilant in col- 
lecting the school and other ta.tes from 
Chinese and other loose fish there would 
have been ample fundi on hand to prop- 
erly compensate ofBcials and produce a 
surplus in place of a deficit in the treas- 
ury. Wo do not know how the hoiiHo or 
government will view tho matter. It is 
probable that some of the (iroposed in- 
creases will not boallowoJ; but we feel 
sure that a policy which starves public 
officers will not secure the best service. 
So much for the subordinates. With re- 
gtrdto the salaries of the political heads 
of the departments, wo believe tho time 
for an advance has not yet come. Tho 
house should await tho financial results of 
the present year. At tho close of that 
period tho country will undoubtedly bo 
m a position to compensate its ministers 
properly. Existing salaries aro too low; 
but the two ends of the financial string 
should meet before there is an iiiereaso 
voted. In writint; this wo believe we 
express the aontinients of ministers tliem- 
aelvos, to whom the proposition wasa great 
surprise. 

THE FISUERIES. 

Mr. McTavish's resolution respecting 
tho fisheries is one of tho moat practical 
of tho session. It asks that British Co- 
lumbia be placed by tho Dominion on tho 
sarao footing as other provinces with re- 
gard to the propagation of fish in provin- 
cial waters. The province has been too 
long neglected in tliis respect. In spite 
of the heavy drafts that are annually made 
on our sea-wealth, no effort has ever boon 
made to restock. The inevitable result 
in a very few years will be the depopula- 
tion of these waters. Edible fish will 
gradually become less numerous until at 
length -ike '" etiteriiriSQ of tbfe fishermen 
will Be unromuneratlyo. Tho mover put 
the matter fairly and forcibly before the 
house, supporting hla remarks with inter- 
esting and vi!.luablo statistics. Ilia reso- 
lution captured every vote, besides draw- 
ing from the provIiiQial secretary a high 
«otnplimenta,__««;,

From the city surveyor stating ho had 
surveyed Block No. 7, corner of lJurdott 
avenue and Quadra street and found the 
fence in accordance with the plan de- 
posited by trustees of Christ Ciiurch at 
tho registrar's office, James Bay. 

His worship said this was in connection 
with tho fence on Quadra street recently 
erected by the Bishop of Columbia. He 
believed tho lino taken was correct. 

Ooun* Vigelius said that it was strange 
that the bishop had only just found out 
after 23 years that the portion of the side 
walk now taken up belonged to him. He 
thought tho matter would bo decided in 
their favor by the supreme court and he 
would like to make a motion that the ob- 
struction he removed.

Coun. Shears aaked if tho plan of tho 
trustees agreed with the official map. 

Tho city surveyor said it was not siiosvii 
on tho official map, but if tho lines were 
produced it would come pretty near it. 

Coun. Oribhle moved that the matter 
be laid over for two n'eoks in order that 
this point might bo ascertained. 

His worship thought that the city would 
have to take the city map as far aa the 
church property. 

Coun. Shears said ho would second the 
motion. ■ 

Coun. Vigoliua thought they had noth- 
ing to do with any map, but ought to 
stick to their rights.

ASSEMBLY. 

FOVSTa FAZtLXAlCSlTT. 

FIRST -'SSESSION. 

Mr. Spe.afier took Ihe'chalr at 2 p. ni. 
Prayer by Rev. Mr. Stephen. 

UErOKTS. 

LIr. Wilson presented a majority re- 
port, tho first, from the public accounts 
committee, which was road. 

Hon. Mr. Davie asked the chairman if 
the report was drawn ap_ when all the 
the raembon of the committee were pre- 
sent. .,• ; .„ 

Mr. Wilson — No. Mr. John was ab- 
sent. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe thought it a singular 
thing tliat the report had not been sub- 
mitted to the full committee. It was 
evidently an attempt on tho part of the 
late minister of Gnancc (the present load- 
er of the ojjposition) to gel a little white- 
washing put on his own accoun.'t by 
himself. He had thrust himself upon 
that committee at the beginning of tho 
session and it was hardly tho thing for 
hitn to get such a report passed when 
some of tho ihembora of that committee 
were absent. It was indolic.'ite to say the 
least. He had no objection to tho report 
being received, but he had a decided ob- 
jection to Its being adopted. A minority 
report would bo sent in and perhaps with 
a full committee it might be a majurity 
one. 

IMr. Beaven took objection to some of 
tho remarks of tho leader of tho govern- 
ment. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said that his langu - 
age had not been correctly quoted by 
BIr. Beaven that ho (.Mr. Heaven) 
being on the public accounts comntitteo 
was unusual and unprecedented. 

IMr. Bearen thought the leader of the 
tho government would regret s.iying what 
lio had. Ho was satisfied that the gen- 
tlemen composing that cmnmittoo would 
not attoinpt to whitowaah himself, the 
leader of the govuminout or any other 
gentleman. 

Hon, Ml'. Smithe again remarked that 
he had never said that this was the first 
tinio an ex-ilnanco minister has been on 
the public accounts committee. 

Mr. Grant had drawn up tho report in 
question and explained tho circumstancos 
ccnnected with it. 

Hon. ftlr. Robson thought that the 
second paragraph was very- ridiculous and 
absurd on the face of it. It ought 'to go 
back to the committee for revision. The 
document was contradictory in itself. 

Sir. ^\ ilson objected to tho second 
paragraph particularly, and thought tlmt 
tho report should go back to the com- 
mittee. 

Mr. T. Davie remarked that as there 
was no hurry In adopting tho report it 
should go back for revision. It seemed 
strange that the minority, which happened 
to be a majority, slioiild take advantage 
of the ab.^eiice of one meniber to force in a 
report to-day. ti.>iitleinen cui all sides 
of tho house wanted a true statement of 
the tinances of the country and this had 
not been given. 

Mr. Semlin had no objection to the re- 
port going back to tho committee. Tho 
committee took the accounts as thuy found 
them and diil the best they could with 
them. 

Hon. Mr. Davie thought. it 'would be 
belter to state facts than express opinions. 
The committee had reported that tho state 
of tho finances of tho province arc good 
and that it has a great deal to do with the 
leader of the opposition's course in the 
past. 

Mr. Puoley explained his position with 
regard to the report. He, with tlio chair- 
man, objected to the second clause of it. 
Everything in corineetion with'tAe public 
accounts should have been gone into be- 
fore the report ivas presented. 

Mr. Galbraith took e.\ception to Hon. 
Mr. Davie's remarks that a committeo 
sliotdd not express an opinion. It was 
wrong for the house to dictate to the 
committee. They should be loft free and 
untrammelled. 

Hon. Mr. Robson had no desire that 
tho house should dictate to the commit- 
tee, but thought that tho report should 
go back to tho committoe because the 
second paragroph contradicted tho first. 

Mr. Armstrong thought that three 
luombors of the government had offered a 
gratuitous insult to the public accounts 
committeo. 

Tho report was then received and ord- 
ered printed. 

WELLINaTOS COLLIEHV BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Smith© asked for tho indulg- 
ence of tho house to make a few roraark.i 
on the third reading of liio Wellington 
Colliery Bill. He had no idea whatever 
of reflecling upon the private bills com- 
mittee; but it was very desirable that a 
full and free opportunity bo given all 
parties to ofl'er objections to the bill in 
question. He believed in adhering strict- 
ly to procedure on private bills. Such 
difficulties as this are suro to follow devi- 
ations from the rules laid down. A gen- 
tleman had asked that ho be heard beforo 
tho private bills committee and he should 
have had the priv ilega of appearing. For 
some reason he neglected to be present 
and therefore did not state his objections. 
Tho course that should be pursued by 
private committees was explained. Full 
liberty for all should bo given to appear 
before tho private bills committee, and 
he could see no other way to overcome 
this dilliculty but to move that tho stand- 
ing orders be suspended and the third 
reading r«soinded. The bill could then 
be referred back to the committee and tho 
gentleman in question could then statp 
his objections to the bill. 1 

Seconded by Mr. .\lleii. 

Mr. Dunsmuir thought it was an extra- 
ordinary position for tho loader of iIk? 
government to take, and ho could not un- 
derstand it. He had other thing* to at- 
tend to and could not pay much attention 
to this matter; but ho had no objection to 
the standing orders being suspended and 
tho bill being sent back to the committee. 
He had nothing to fear from such a course 
being pursuud, but at tho same time he 
thought the house had not tho power to 
adopt tho course suggested by the leader 
of tho government. If such were the case 
personally he had no objection. If tho 
bill did not pass as it is it would be vir- 
tually killed. If the house had the power 
to send the bill back to the committee ho 
would like to know it. So far as his 
knowledge of parliamentary practioe went 
ho looked upon it as an impossibility , 

Mr. Speaker called attention to tho rule 
requiring two days notice for a suspen- 
sion of the standin" orders. 

Mr. Galbraith thought tho precedent 
which the leader of the government had 
recommended would if established prove 
a dangerous one. 

Mr. Dingwall remarked that passing a 
bill one day and reconsidering it the next 
was very objectionable. Tlio time of tho 
house should not be so occupied or it 
would b« Christmas befora the work would 
be through with. •»

After some further discussion tho speak- 
er again said thoro was nothing before the 
house and the matter dropped.

Although it was known that 
there were large tracts of coal lands on 
the oast coast of the island, yet oapilalinls 
did not want to pay their money without 
knowing that they wero getting value for 
it. Tho act now in force stands in the 
door of capital coming into iho country. 
The bill now preaeiited was an alteiillit to 
overcome that difficulty and with some 
amendments it might foe made a good one 
This act would have the effect ef inducing 
capitalist.? to come in at onco aud spend 
largo BuniH of money in esponsivo 
prospecting. 

Hon. Mr. U;ivie had a fow words to say 
with regard to the bill. It v.-as not likely 
that capitalists would purchase coal lands 
so called without knowing that coal actu- 
ally existed. He poinltxl out that ci.ial 
was roserveil tindoi o.xisting acts, and the 
landowner coukl not work the coal, neither 
could another man work it because he did 
not own the surface. The bill he thought 
would lemovo those difficulties. 

Mr. Dunsiiiuir was not sviro that a great 
amouiilof coal existed on the east co.ist. 
He would like to have tho bill postponed 
for a fow days, trn that it could bo looked 
into. 

Mr. Grant thought Iho passage of the 
bill would tend to lock 'up large tracts of 
coal lands in tho hands of capitalistH.

Gutting A canal of 13 or 14 
miles from Albcrni was not such a gigan- 
tic scheme for the Dominion to grapple 
with.

It was the duty of 
tlin house to prevent thoC.P. R. from 
being tapped in the interest of the North- 
ern FaciCc. Tho Alboriii eanal referred 
to by the senior mm ihIkt for Nanaimo was 
only a projocL, wli.li; ihe C. P. R. was al- 
most an uccompliahed fact. 

.Mr. Oalbraiili reinurkeil thai tho only 
gentleman from Victoria opposing tiio 
bill was the leader of tho opposition and 
he was in a very small minority [laughterj. 
He was in favor of passing tho bill and 
opening up the country. Ho voted for 
the Island railway la,",t year. 

Hon. Mr. Sinitlio— What did it amount 
to I 

Mr. Galbraith — It did not amount to 
much: but tho Island railway wouhl bo 
built yet and that boforo long. 

Mr.BT. Davie would like to know what 
the powers of tho C. P. R. syndicate wore 
with regard to running lines to tho idth 
parallel. 

Hon. Mr. Robson explained what these 
powers aro in the northwest territories. 
This province posso.ssed all tho powers 
ttiven it by tho B. N. A. act, and could 
deal with this railway' question as the 
house may see tit. Looking at tho two 
bills and tlio names upon them no one 
could Hny that those gentlemen did not 
know what was conducive to thoir best 
interests. Tho moro lines of railways 
there wero in the proviiioo the more 
prosperiiyf would iiceruo to the people. 
It would bo wrong to try to keep back the 
raihvay era that is about to dawn u[ion 
the province It could not be d.iiio any 
more than the old woman could keep 
back tho waters of the ocean with her 
broom.

To THE Editor: — I would briefly call 
the attention of the legislative assembly 
to the thistles which are spreading far 
and wido in Victoria district. If sotno 
thing is not done in time thoy wi.i de- 
stroy this part of Vancouver Island. I 
am informed thoro is a law existing to 
prevent their spread; if so, why not en- 
force it? If there is no law make one 
and puss it without delay, in order that tho 
lazv farmer will have to rut his thistles as 
well as the thrifty one. I know of a 
number cf farmers who worked hard to 
keep down their thistles, and tho first 
windy day after they had thoin all cut 
they were horrified to see tho seed like a 
heavy ahowar of snow coming over the 
fence from a neighbor's field. There are 
many lots of land in this district hold on 
"spno" and rented for grazing purposes, 
which have bocomo utterly useless on ac- 
count .if the dense forest of thistle.". 
.Some farmor.s, while they cut thom in 
thoir fiolds, leave them to blossom in' all 
their richness of purple and down on the 
roads leading through their property. 
What is wanted is a law to make every 
(uio alike clear his lands and woods, and 
so prevent tho spread of thistles general- 
ly. Any of the members feeling disposed 
to do a good thing for the country in thai 
line will oblige one who for three or four 
years has been fighting his iitistles, and 
liuB had his Labors negatived by tho sloth- 
fulness of his noighbors.

That tho map made was not as it sliould 
he was evident when the city surveyor 
uavu Mr. Russell his lino for his lot at 
I ho corner of Oovernraent and Johnaon 
streets out on llu; sidewalk. After public 
indignation had been expressed at the 
.■.traiigo proceeding, .Mr. RiiHsell conform- 
ed to the old street line, and the council 
brought in a bill to alter and amend thoir 
now map and survey. 

Now we have tho city survey ;r giving 
tho bishop the lines of Quaditi street from 
the new map and survey, and tho bishop, 
who would probably havo fought like u 
Trojan had half an inch been taken offhis 
property, immediately gobbles up, with- 
out the slightest compunction, the public 
sidewalk wliioh has been in existence al- 
most as long as tho Bishop of ColumbiH 
himself.
